TALKING POINTS 

A- WITH RESPECT TO THE CEASE-FIRE 


1 . Why should we have a one-month gap between cease fire in Vietnam and cease 
fire in Laos and Cambodia ? 

This one-month gap would allow the North Vietnamese troops to launch 
offensive, to gain more territories in Laos and in Cambodia while our own 
troop will be completely petrified. 

2. What would happen when the cease fire enters into effect and there is us no 2- 
parties Joint Military Commission ready to police the cease fire ? 

The Communist troops would try to capture as much territory as possible 
and we certainly will not stay idle. 

3. What are the terms of your guarantee in case the Communist troops violate the 
cease fire and the North Vietnamese troops start anew their attacks against our 
towns and cities ? 

4. How do you visualize the organization of the ICC and how long after the cease 
fire the ICC can actually operate in South Vietnam ?
